Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  19&7 • 

The  WBirth  Rate  was  appreciably  lower  than  that  for  the  country  as  a 
whole  Whilst  the  Death  Rate  was  slightly  higher. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  much  lower  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  but  as  this  Rate  was  based  on  only  one  infant  death  it  was  not 
statistically  significant. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  course  of  the  year,  but 
most  cases  were  mild  in  nature. 

During  the  year  there  were  59  applications  for  improvement  grants 
the  majority  of  which  were  from  owner  occupiers. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  which  is  run  by  the  W.V.S.  with 
financial  backing  from  the  District  Council  and  the  County  Council 
continued  to  do  good  work  during  the  year  when  between  40  and  50  old- 
persons,  unable  to  cook  for  themselves,  "were  provided  with  a  hot  meal 
twice  a  week. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  afforded  me  in 
compiling  the  Report  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  Clerk  of 
the  Council,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  the  Architect  to  the  Council  and 
by  Mr.  Parr  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

My  thanks  are  also  offered  to  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  throughout  the 
year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

(a)  LABORATORY  SERVICES.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Tennis  Court  Road, 
Cambridge,  provides  an  excellent  bacteriological  service  and  most  readily 
discusses  and  advises  on  any  epidemiological  or  similar  problem. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.  These  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  D.A.  McCracken,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.  The  West  Suffolk  County  Council  District  Nurse— 
Midwives  carry  out  these  duties. 

(d)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.  County  Council  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  were 
held  at  the  Health  Clinic,  Newmarket,  each  Tuesday,  and  at  the  Scout  Hall, 

E.xning,  on  one  Thursday  each  month.  Outpatient  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Newmarket

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SECTION  D 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  TEE  AREA 


WATER 


The  Urban  District  was  supplied  with  water  by  the  Ely,  Mildenhall  and 
Newmarket  Water  Board.  Only  nine  houses,  all  in  remote  parts  of  the  District, 
are  without  a  main  water  supply.  Two  wells  in  the  chalk  at  Southfields  Pumping 
Station,  connected  by  an  adit,  are  the  sources  of  supply.  One  of  these  wells  is 
57  feet  deep,  and  the  other  50  feet  deep.  Each  is  brick  lined  to  a  depth  of  20 
feet,  the  remainder  being  lined  with  cast  iron  cylinders.  Hie  water  is  chlorinated 
and  pumped  to  a  storage  reservoir  at  Warren  Hill,  which  has  a  capacity  of  260,000 
gallons. 

The  water  is  pumped  by  an  electric  submersible  pump  which  was  installed  in 
1957,  and  this  pump  is  capable  of  pumping  4^,000  gallons  per  hour,  either  up  the 
12  inch  rising  main  to  the  storage  reservoir  or  direct  to  the  service  mains.  A 
diesel  pump  is  available  as  an  alternative  means  of  pumping. 

The  supply  was  maintained  without  any  cuts  during  the  year,  and  a  total  of 
284,422,000  gallons  of  water  was  pumped. 

Seven  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  well  at  Southfields  Pumping  Station 
and  nine  samples  were  taken  from  the  mains  for  bacteriological  examination.  The 
results  of  these  samples  showed  the  quality  of  the  water  supply  to  be  satisfactory. 

A  sample  of  water  was  taken  by  the  Water  Board  from  the  well  at  Southfields 
Pumping  Station  for  chemical  analysis.  The  Analyst’s  report  indicated  that  the 
water  conformed  to  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality,  that  it  was  pure  and 
wholesome  and  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  whole  of  the  sewage  from  properties  within  the  Urban  District  and  from  355 
properties  within  the  Newmarket  Rural  District  (with  the  exception  of  47  properties 
wSch  are  drained  to  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  in  part  of  the  Urban  District  where 
sewers  are  not  yet  available)  is  treated  at  the  Council's  two  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  main  works  at  Newmarket  serves  an  estimated  population  of  10 , 000  persons  and 
the  flow  to  the  works  comprises  domestic  sewage,  industrial  waste  water,  infiltration 
of  ground  water  and  storm  water  from  roofs  and  paved  areas.  _  The  dry  weather  flow  at 
the  works  is  600,000  gallons  per  day,  but  as  most  of  the  existing  sewers  are  old 
infiltration  of  ground  water  is  high. 

The  smaller  sewage  disposal  works  at  Exning  serves  an  estimated  population  of 
1  600  persons  with  an  estimated  dry  weather  flow  of  65,000  gallons  per  day,  and 
here  also  there  is  a  high  rate  of  infiltration  of  ground  water. 

At  both  works  sewage  has  to  be  raised  by  pumping  from  the  outfall  sewers  to 
the  treatment  tanks. 

Both  works  were  constructed  about  1900  on  the  contact  bed  system,  but  the 
main  works  was  adapted  some  years  ago  to  provide  sedimentation  tanks,  percolating 
filters ,  humus  tanks  and  sludge  beds,  and  similar  temporary  alterations  have  been 
carried  out  at  the  Exning  works  providing  a  sedimentation  tank  and  four  percok.  t  g 

filters. 

Both  the  existing  works  are  incapable  of  producing  a  satisfactory  final 
effluent  on  present  day  loadings  and  the  Great  Ouse  River  Authority  are  very . con 
cemed  at  the  discharge  of  this  unsatisfactory  effluent  from  the  mam  works  in  o 
the  watercourse  known  as  No.  1  Public  Drain  which  eventually  discharges  into  the 
River  Snail  at  Snailwell. 


A  nroposal  for  a  new  sewage  works  to  cater  for  the  whole  Urban  area  and 
future  expansion  has  been  accepted  by  the  Council  and  application  has  been  made 
to  the  Ministry  for  loan  sanction  to  proceed  with  the  work. 

During  the  year  Council  have  continued  a  free  quarterly  cesspool  emptying 
service  -  using  a  1,000  gallon  mechanical  gully  emptier  -  to  those  properties 
within  the  Urban  District  not  yet  connected  to  the  sewerage  sytem. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Council  maintain  two  modem  public  conveniences,  each  supplied  with  hot 
and  cold  washing  facilities  for  both  males  and  females,  on  sites  in  the  Town  Centre 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  cleaning  of  some  35  miles  of  highways,  road  gullies  and  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  was, . as  previously,  carried  ou  y 
direct  labour  under  the  supervision  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 


Controlled  tipping  is  properly  carried  out  on  the  Council  s  tip  at  Kenne 
and  is  treated  regularly  by  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  control  of  rats, 

flies  and  other  insect  pests. 


Investigations  into  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  pulverising  plant 
for  household  refuse  have  been  proceeding.  A  new  site  for  controlled  tipping 
is  urgently  required  as  the  present  site  will  be  completely  filled  by  the  end 

of  1968.

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CARAVANS 


There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  district. 

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  during  the  year  caused  hy  the  unauthorised 
use  of  a  car  park  hy  gypsies  and  other  travellers  as  a  site  for  their  caravans  and 
lorries  This  use  has  become  more  frequent  during  the  year  and  nuisance  has  /been 
caused  hy  deposits  of  litter,  waste  material,  and  the  unhygienic 'habits  of  the 
travellers.  Each  group  of  travellers  has  been  persuaded  to  move*  sometimes  not 

without  difficulty. 

In  view  of  the  national  concern  about  the  problems  of  travellers  I  have  taken 
the  opportunity  to  talk  to  them  and  discuss  their  needs.  None  wished  to  have  a 
permanent  site  where  they  could  settle  down,  obtain  permanent  employment,  and 
enable  their  children  to  go  to  school.  Their  way  of  earning  a  living  -  usually 
scrap  dealing,  tar-mac  contracting,  and  agricultural  work,  necessitated  moving 
from  place  to  place  and  was  a  way  of  life  they  did  not  wish  to  change. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Newmarket  has  no  heavy  industries  and  is  therefore  comparatively  free  from 
industrial  atmospheric  pollution. 

Three  complaints  about  nuisance  from  smoke  were  received 

fl)  Smoke  from  a  heating  stove  at  a  builder's  yard 

(2)  Smoke  from  burning  of  waste  material  at  a  building  site

SWIMMING  POOL 

The  Council  own  a  modem  open-air  swimming  pool,  water  for  which  is 
obtained  from  the  mains.  Circulation  of  the  water  is  continuous,  the  water 
being  passed  through  a  Bell  horizontal  sand  filter  and  chlorinated. 

The  Pool  was  open  from  the  6th  May  to  9"th  September  1967.  The  number  of 
tickets  sold  was  24,981  of  which  6,117  were  issued  to  adults  and  18,864  to 
children.  In  addition  there  were  6  adult  and  106  children  season  ticket 

holders . 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  West  Suffolk  Education  Committee  and  the 
Cambridgeshire  Education  Committee  for  use  of  the  swimming  pool  by  school 
children  on  each  morning,  Monday  to  Friday,  during  the  school  summer  term. 

Seven  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  pool  ior  bacteriological 
examination.  The  results  showed  that  a  satisfactory  standard  was  maintained. 

Seven  inspections  were  made  regarding  cleanliness  of  dressing  cubicles, 
sanitary  accommodation  and  pool  surrounds.
